A few il.iys ajjo mention was made in 
the Bullktin of a suit l)roui!lit at Cov- 
ington by Marie Louise Powell against

I^ank stock. Mr. Durrett filed his an- 
swer Saturday.

tba nonay thus raised and a legacy from 
an Indiana relative to his ward, he in- 
vested in Metropolitan National Bank 
Stock at 125, then rising; that thereby 
his ward's Income was increased $159.'21, 
and that 'in the minds of the business 
community in general there was every 
proepect that ssid stock would become ot 
very aro^t value,' and that before inakinj^ 
the change he took the advice and ap- 
proval ot James B. Osssy and many busi- 
ness men of experience and SSgacity, and 
obtained from J. li. DeOamp written 
guarantees that there would be no lose. 
He Bays that the deprei^iation to 75 was 
without his fault and beyond the fore- 
sight of the most prudent, and that the 
investment waa in good faith ami calcu- 
lated to benefit his ward, and designed to 
be only temporary. 

" He denies moving his ward's prop- 
erty out of the State, except with the 
consent of Mrs. Powell, Mr. Casey and 
H. Montgomery, and that only $1,400 of 
Kentucky securities originally came to 
bin haiiils as k'uardian. He admits that 
he borrowed money on securities in bis 
hands as guardian and loaned It to the 
Cincinnati Coal and Coke Company, but

$22,410 of rents, lost only $300, and has 
oidy $176 doubtful rent claims.

000 of convertible valuables, ' whereaa

:>UU,UOO, the difference having been in* 
vested in Oovington real estate, and that

" To this statemeitt he adds: ' Except 
that Mollie 0. Reynolds has accumulated 
f )r herself and husb iml about $2,200 p>r 
.inniim over ami above tlie cost of the 
nurture of said child out of the $2,500 a 
year allowed her for that purpose.' 

" He also pleads the pendency in the 
Court of Appeals of the first suit against 
tiim by the saaia partiss in abatement ol 
this suit."
